Acheson told newsmen as 
he descended from the presi­ 
dential plane Independence at 
Washington National Airport 
that his meeting with North 
Atlantic defense and foreign 
ministers was “very success­ 
ful.” 
Acheson brought with him the 
full story of the historic Brussels 
meeting, which agreed to set up an 
armed force of as much as 1,500,- 
000 men to meet the Kremlin’s 
hunger for world conquest. 
The secretary said: 
Can Get Working 
“Now we can get squared away 
and get this thing working.” 
Acheson, met by Deputy Under­ 
secretary of State for Political Af­ 
fairs Dr. H. Freeman Matthews 
and a host of lesser department of­ 
ficials, refused to comment on a

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.— 
(INS)—The White ' House to­ 
day announced a three-year 
railroad “peace pact” which 
provides wage boosts for 300,- 
000 workers and bars any 
strikes by the big operating 
brotherhoods before October, 
1953. 
Presidential Assistant John R. 
Steelman disclosed the agreement 
after a 24-hour bargaining session 
which lasted through last night. 
The settlement provides a pack­ 
age increase of 29 cents an hour 
for yard men and 10 cents an hour 
for road men plus automatic in­ 
creases for both classes of work­ 
ers when the cost of living rises. 
The agreement, which still is 
subject to ratification by the union 
negotiating committees, applies to 
the 
brotherhoods 
of 
engineers, 
firemen, trainmen and conductors 
—the men who actually operate 
the nation's far-flung railroad sys­ 
tem.

Blast Transport Hubs 
To impede an avalanche of fresh 
Chinese and Korean Communist 
forces moving down toward the 
parallel, 50 American Superforts 
from bases in Japan and Okinawa 
blasted eight North Korean trans­ 
port hub Thursday. 
Striking simultaneously at about 
noon, the big B-29s rained hun­ 
dreds of tons of bombs upon the 
rail-highway junctions for an hour 
and 13 minutes. The bombed cent­ 
ers lay astride the principal traf­ 
fic routes from Manchuria’s Yalu 
river border down the Korean pe­ 
ninsula.

House Postpones To 
New Year's Action On 
Truman War Powers 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(INS) 
—The House today postponed until 
New Year’s Day action on Presi­ 
dent Truman’s request for addi­ 
tion«^ war powers. 
The decision not to call the meas­ 
ure up this afternoon as scheduled 
was announced by Rep. Celler <D> 
N.Y.. chairman of the House Judici- 
arv committee. 
Celler told newsmen that the 
postponement was decided upon as 
a result of difficulty in obtaining 
a quorum of members needed to 
transact business.

Pact Nations Take Gambles 


PROPOSALS ON COMBAT 


It is a truism that there isn’t enough money in the trea­ 
sury to pay the combat soldier or marine what he’s worth. 
Only those who have experienced it are fully aware of the 
searing hell of body and mind that accompanies front line 
ground warfare. Now there is a move afoot to reimburse these 
men for their ordeal. 
The question that immediately comes to mind is whether 
mere dollars can show the plodding doughfoot how a grateful 
nation feels about him. But to bog down in abstractions is to 
ignore grim realities. Other services give extra pay for hazard­ 
ous duty—the air force to flight personnel, the navy to flight, 
submarine, minesweeping and underwater demolition duty, 
and the army to its parachute troops. 
The combat infrantryman in the latter stages of World 
War II was collecting an extra $10 a month. A bill is being 
drafted in the Defense Department which would give a com­ 
bat differential to the troops in Korea. 
It appears that action on the bill has been stalled because 
the military cannot make up its mind how much combat duty 
is worth. In its present status it would provide $50 a month 
extra for enlisted men and non-coms, and $100 per month for 
officers serving in the “combat zone.” This is interpreted to 
include troops of the supply echelons and engineer battalions 
who are actually under fire. 


There has been criticism of the “plush” manner in which 
the government runs wars. Comparing figures on the expen­ 
sive support echelons maintained by U. S. armed services and 
those of Russia, the criticism seems valid. But if there is to be 
any “piushiness” it ought to be at the front and not behind it. 


The Atlantic Pact nations have 
undertaken a staggering job full 
of dangerous gambles today. 
Under the impact of the Korean 
crisis engineered by the Moscow- 
led communist bloc they have 
agreed to create a European de­ 
fense force of 50 to 100 divisions 
—by the end of 1952. 
This is a year ahead of the orig­ 
inal target date and the 100 divi­ 
sion figure is double the original 
goal. 
Main Gamble 
The mam gamble in these un­ 
precedented peacetime decisions 
is obvious—that Russia and her 
satellites might not attack western 
Europe in the next two critical 
years. 
Other gambles are: that west 
Germany will agree to contribute 
troops; that the western allies can 
overcome the 
neutral blocs in 
their own countries; that Ameri­ 
can industry, the core of the west­ 
ern arsenal, can swing into action 
quickly enough. 
But all the latter gambles de­ 
pend on the major one about Rus­ 
sian intentions. 
What if Russia attacks? 
The 
western consensus is that Russia 
today could .sweep across Europe 
to the English channel if she is 
ready to do so. 
175 Divisions 
Russia already is estimated to 
have 175 available divisions com­ 
pared to 20 west European divi­ 
sions so weak that they actually 
amount to about 12 divisions. 
Implicit in the belief—or hope 
—that Russia will not attack in the 
next two years is an assumption 
that the United States has more 
and better atomic bombs than Rus­ 
sia has at this stage. 
Yet Russia boldly had warned 
the west twice now that she will 
not tolerate or accept rearmament 
of western Germany—a key 20 per 
cent of the master plan for the

Reports not only from France 
but also westqrn Germany show 
that a strong spirit of defeatism 
has developed. 
Fear of France 
France fears the long-range pos­ 
sibility that German rearmament 
eventually might be used against 
her, and the short-term possibility 
that Russian troops might strike. 
Soviet forces are only 150 miles 
from the French frontier. 
In western Germany both Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s govern 
ment 
and 
the 
strong 
Socialist 
party opposition demand equality 
for German troops in any defense 
scheme. 
But the main west German op­ 
position to rearmament apparently 
stems from the fear of provoking 
Russia too soon, of making Ger 
many another battleground before 
there is a reasonable chance of 
successful defense. 
Want Powerful U. S. Force 
German leaders point out that 
there are only a few western divi­ 
sions in Germany presently.. They 
want to see a powerful American 
force planted along the border 
with 
communist-dominated 
east 
Germany before they make any 
fateful w’est German rearmament 
plans. 
U. S. Secretary of State Acheson 
has 
promised 
substantial 
rein­ 
forcements will be sent to Europe, 
but this will take much time be­ 
cause of American commitments 
in the far east and a mobilization 
program just getting under way. 
Even in the United States one 
argument is that the United States 
might pour big chunks of military 
equipment into western Europe 
only to have it captured by the 
Russians hitting before the Euro­ 
peans and Americans are ready. 
That is another big gamble.

Roosevelt said “there were a number of reasons” for this year’s 
heavy spending. 
“Personal incomes are high and have been rising,” he said. “More 
Pennsylvanians are employed in industry, trade and service than fever 
before. Average weekly earnings have been increasing* and are at the 
highest point since World War II. 
“The cash income of Pennsylvania farmers is also at high levels 
and other personal savings have been maintained at high figures. 
“All these facts emphasize that a large personal supply of money 
concentrated 
tremendous 
purchasing 
power into Pennsylvanians* 
Christmas shopping season.” 
Shopping Started Earlier 
The secretary agreed with reports of store officials that buying 
was steady and will be topped by the traditional last-minute rush. 
“This year, Christmas shopping started earlier than usual in many 
Pennsylvania cities,” Roosevelt said. “Although the Thanksgiving week­ 
end storms interrupted buying in a number of areas, shoppers for the 
most part continued to spend at a rapid rate. 
“Quality merchandise was in abundance and there are few evi­ 
dences of shortages,” he added. 
Roosevelt said reports from all sections of the state indicate that 
there was “ihore generous buying of many articles this year and, in 
some instances, that quite likely was due to fear of scarcities which 
may result from defense production ” 
“The new credit controls also are reported to have slowed down 
buying of automobiles, refrigerators and washing machines in soma 
cities, but do not seem to have had much effect on sales of television 
sets.”

NEW AND OLD WAYS TO 
ROAST TURKEYS 
Cooking experts have long rec­ 
ommended roasting poultry in a 
shallow, open pan on a rack to 
allow heat to circulate. They ad­ 
vocate a moderate temperature of 
300° to 350°F. Long, slow roast­ 
ing develops a tender, flavorful 
meat. To prevent the top of the 
bird from becoming too brown 
place a cloth dipped in melted but­ 
ter or other fat over the bird dur­ 
ing the first part of the roasting. 
Aluminum foil provides a newer 
method of roasting poultry. Stuff 
the bird and truss as usual. Then 
cover completely with foil, sealing 
edges 
together. 
Place 
covered | 
birds on a rack in an open pan 
and roast at 400° F. allow 18 min­ 
utes per pound for a 10 to 12- 
pound turkey and 14 minutes for 
a 20 to 22-pound turkey. Higher 
temperature can be used since the 
meat is protected by the foil. Re­ 
move the foil or fold it back and 
let the bird brown the last 45 min­ 
utes of cooking. 
Drippings will 
also brown, although there will 
not be as much drippings as with 
other methods of roasting. Juices 
of the bird are held inside the 
meat itself. The meat is juicy and 
tender and has a delicious flavor. 
The amount of stuffing needed 
depends on the size of the bird. 
For a 10 to 12-pound birds, ready- 
to-cook, weight, count on 2 to 3 
quarts 
of 
large 
fluffy 
bread 
crumbs. A larger bird, 20 to 22 
pounds or heavier, will take 6 to 
7 quarts of bread crumbs. A 1- 
pound loaf of white bread makes 
1 quart or more of large (Vi-inch 
fluffy crumbs).

CAPITALISM 


Nothing is superior except by comparison 


VVTHEN we compare the conditions of nations and people in anti-capitalistic 
W 
countries with the security, prosperity, happiness and well-being of our 
people under United States capitalism, we appreciate our privilege of living 
in a capitalistic, democratic country. 
The basic principle of the free, capitalistic system which we have developed 
in our country affords opportunity to the individual who is willing to use his 
talents to the extent of his ability and desire to produce—to accumulate some­ 
thing for investment in a home, a farm, in savings accounts, bonds and other 
securities, life insurance, the education of his children, and comforts of life— 
and become a capitalist. 
The following facts give us a deep appreciation of what capitalism has 
done and is doing for our country -and its people. 
Private capital in the form of taxes and purchases of United States Govern­ 
ment Bonds made it possible for us to spend three hundred thirty billion dollars 
in carrying out our part of the program in winning World War II. This, of 
course, is unimportant when we consider the loss of life and permanent and 
partial disability which our youth sustained and which cannot be measured in 
dollars. 
Our participation in World War II has left us today with a national debt 
of two hundred fifty-seven billion dollars, but on the credit side we find that 
our annual national income, at the current rate, is equal to 90% of our total 
national debt. Of this total national debt, thirty-nine billion dollars are in 
treasury obligations owned by Government agencies, so our net debt is slightly 
over two hundred eighteen billion dollars. 
The United States free enterprise business system is operating at its highest 
level, furnishing employment to sixty-two million people at the highest hourly 
and weekly earnings ever recorded. Stockholders and corporations, after paying 
the highest peacetime taxes in the post-war years, have had the highest net aver­ 
age earnings in history' from their investment. 
Our farmers had cash income from marketing last year amounting to 
twenty-seven billion five hundred million dollars, the highest on record. 
Total farm assets of our country amount to slightly more than one hundred 
twenty-seven billion dollars, against which there is an indebtedness of only 
twelve billion four hundred million dollars. Thus our farmers have ownership 
equity of over 90 per cent in their farms. 
In non-farm homes, counting apartment buildings with four or less fami­ 
lies, and all valued at a total of two hundred billion dollars, our home owners 
have an equity of one hundred fifty-eight billion dollars—a substantial owner­ 
ship of 79 per cent. 
Therefore, as a result of the opportunity provided by our free-enterprise 
capitalistic system, the people of our nation have a free and clear ownership in 
their homes and farms of 83.4 per cent. 
Our people have savings of more than one hundred thirty-six billion dol­ 
lars in government bonds and savings accounts. 
An additional ninety-sevan billion dollars are on deposit in commercial 
bank accounts. 
............ 
Our men and women have a cash investment of sixty billion dollars in 
e insurance policies. 


A high percentage of our working people are provided wkh unemploy­ 
ment insurance, sickness, accident and retirement benefits, financed by employ* 
ers, employees and government. Others who are not covered by these plans and 
who find themselves in need are provided for by governmental and social insti­ 
tutions. 


We are increasing our efforts to improve die standard of living of tht 
people in the lower income brackets. 


The United States, with only six per cent of the world population and 
seven per cent of its land area, under its democratic, capitalistic system, before 
World War II, produced forty-seven per cent of the world's manufactured 
goods, but what is more important, ninety per eent of that production was 
consumed within our own borders. Today we are producing over fifty per cent 
of the world’s manufactured goods, of which a substantial percentage is for 
other countries. 


Capitalism is backing freedom of worship and providing increasing educa­ 
tional opportunities by constantly giving more and more support to the two 
things upon which our democratic, cultural civilization depends—spiritual and 
educational values. 


We have a permanent investment in churches and schools of eighteen bil­ 
lion five hundred million dollars and are spending annually eight billion dollafs 
for religious and educational purposes. 
\ 
Membership in the churches is increasing at a much faster rate than the 
increase in the population, and in our Sunday Schools at an even greater rate. 


In the past thirty years, elementary school enrollment has increased 13.1 
per cent, high school enrollment 146.1 per cent and college and university en­ 
rollment 351.6 per cent. 


Our public school expenditures per pupil enrolled have gone up from 
$48.02 in 1920 to $132.06 in 1947, or 175.0 per cent. 


Since 1920 the population of our country has increased 43 per cent and die 
investment in school and college equipment has increased 571 par eent. 


Since the beginning of our industrial and scientific development In die 
early 1800’s, the capitalistic system, due to individual freedom, initiative Mid 
ingenuity, has given the world more of the comforts and conveniences of Ufe 
than mankind had received in the previous 5000 years of civilization. 


Under this system our people as a whole are happy and united, ar* Increas­ 
ing their capital and enjoying a fuller spiritual, cultural and material Ufe. 


Today our scientific and industrial knowledge and experience in the vari­ 
ous fields of peaceful activity are open so the rest of the world, and m this 
respect we have joined with other like-minded nations in contributing to «be 
technical assistance program of the United Nations. 


No nation, no individual, no venture, no private or public institution, no 
program for the welfare of people can progress without capital. 


It is each individual’s duty to contribute to die preservation, protection 
and improvement of our democratic civilization on a basis which is sound and 
fair to all our people.

Captain Logan E. Weston, of 
New Bedford, has been awarded 
the Army Silver Star for gallantry 
in action, it is announced by the 
United States War Department. 
Cantain Logan is a member of 
the 25th Infantry’ “Tropic Light­ 
ning” division, which has been in 
rombat in Korea since early July, 
under the leadership of Maj. Gen. 
William B Kean. 
The award says: 
During an all day attack by the 
enemy. Captain Weston led his 
unit 
with notable 
courage 
and 
skill. Despite the heavy' artillery, 
machine gun and small arms fire, 
he moved among positions, better 
to direct fire and lend encourage­ 
ment to his men. 
When tanks 
threatened penetration of the area, 
he personally led a patrol to stop 
them. Covering a tank with rifle 
fire, he kept it closed whiTe a 
rocket could be fired to immobilize 
it. 
When one of the tanks located 
the position 
and 
it 
laid direct 
fire from a range of 25 yards, a 
near hit 
stunned and deafened 
Captain Weston. 
Tie stood up in 
the face of the fire to operate a 
launcher which, however, was put 
out of action by several hits before 
he could fire it. Having sent for 
more rockets, he kept the tanks

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Your New Social Security

There is a provision oi old-age 
and survivors insurance known as 
the "Work Clause.” It has to do 
with conditions under which you 
can accept your monthly insurance 
payments while still earning other 
income. 
Before the enactment of the 
amended law a beneficiary could 
' not accept payments if his other 
earnings were more than $14.99 
. monthlv. That figure has now been 
raised to $50.00 a month. Before I 
discuss this further, however, it is 
well to point out one significant 
fact. This amount of earnings ap­ 
plies to wages from employment, 
or net earnings from self-employ­ 
ment in work that comes under 
social security. This was so under 
the original law\ but it is well to 
remember that earnings from most 
kinds of work are now credited 
toward old-age and survivors in­ 
surance. 
Let me explain this by giving an 
example. Under the old law. a re­ 
tired. insured worker could oper­ 
ate a shop and still receive his re­ 
tirement payments. As he was self- 
employed, there was no restriction 
on thè monthly amount he might 
earn and still accept his social se­ 
curity check for that month. Now. 
•most kinds of self-employment 
come under social security. Begin­ 
ning January 1, Federal old-age in­ 
surance is not payable for one or 
‘more months if he has net earning- 
ings averaging more than $50 a 
‘month for the taxable year while 
substantially engaged in self-em- 
plovment. In case his net earnings 
are in excess of this amount, the 
number of benefit checks not pay­ 
able wifi depend on the total 
amount of his earnings during the 
year. Beginning in January, he 
should notify his social security 
office if he expects his net earn­ 
ings from substantial work in self- 
employment will be more than 
$600 for the year. 
If the insured and retired work­ 
er is not eligible to accept his 
monthly insurance check because 
of earnings from employment or 


from self-employment, members of 
his family, entitled to insurance 
payments as his dependents, can 
not accept their checks. However, 
if a member of his family who is 
receiving monthly insurance pay­ 
ments as his dependent, has more 
than $50 from employment or self- 
employment in a month, only that 
dependent’s 
insurance 
payment 
will be stopped 
This $50 maximum on earnings 
while receiving payments applies 
only to persons under 75. After 
that age. any amount of earnings 
from employment or self-employ­ 
ment in any kind of work will not 
interfere with social security pay­ 
ments. Both the insured retired 
worker who is working, and his de­ 
pendents. may then accept all of 
their monthly payments under so­ 
cial security.

—The PIAA patted itself on the 
back today for a fatality-free high 
school football season in Pennsyl­ 
vania this year and credited “ six 
casual factors" for the achieve­ 
ment. 
PIAA executive secretary Ed­ 
mund Wicht declared that "good 
fortune, which admittedly played 
a part, combined with six of the 
organization’s regulations design­ 
ed to reduce grid tragedies. 
Six Casual Factors 
The “six casual'factors” wrhich 
Wicht said “happily contributed 
to Pennsylvania's freedom from 
the nation's annual gridiron toll” 
included: 
“ 1. The 
mandatory 
pre-season 
health and physical examination 
required by the PIAA of all high 
school football candidates, plus the 
recommended checkups by a phy­ 
sician during the playing season. 
“2. The constitutional prohibi­ 
tion against any inter-scholastic 
game, 
or 
even 
inter-scholastic 
scrimmage, 
prior to three 
full 
weeks of team practice. 
“3. Immediate attention by phy­ 
sicians and competent trainers to 
minor cuts and bruises in an ef­ 
fort to prevent subsequent infec­ 
tion. 
“4. The withdrawal, and some­ 
times permanent benching of in­ 
jured players, either on the pro- 
fsssional advice or conscientious 
team physicians, or the solicitous 
attitude of coaches who place the 
welfare of the boys above winning 
games. 
“5. The personal responsibility 
which registered PIAA football of­ 
ficials 
feel 
is 
incumbent 
upon ! 
them, and their corresponding in- j 
creased vigilance in enforcing the j 
rules as officially interpreted, and i 
seeing that clean sportsmanship 
on the field is the order of the 
day. 
“6. The 
increasing widespread i 
practice of employing four alert 
officials for a football game in­ 
stead of three, as was formerly the 
general custom. 
This gives great­ 
er insurance to the observance of 
the necessary safety factors so es­ 
sential in high school football.” 
Wicht said 13 grid deaths occur­ 
red in the nation in 1950, nine of 
them in high school team practice 
or inter-scholastic competition. 
One dejth, Wicht reported, oc­ 
curred in a college contest and the 
remaining three on sandlots. 
Wicht said the grid death rate 
was one for each 100,000 partici­ 
pants.

Back on Dec. 16, 1945, the Rams 
brought Cleveland its second NFL 
crown by edging the Washington 
Redskins, 15-14, in near-zero weath­ 
er on the same Municipal stadium 
field. 
Three week’s later, Rams’ owner 
Danny Reeves packed up his fran­ 
chise and moved to the warmer 
climate of the City of Angels in 
sunny California, leaving a clear 
field for the Browns and the ill- 
fated All-American Conference. 
Three Members Left 
Only three members of the 1945 
team remain with the National divi­ 
sion winner, and one of them is the 
veteran pass-master, Quarterback 
Bob Waterfield, who played a lead­ 
ing role in that memorable title 
game five years ago. 
Waterfield has lost little, if any, 
of the magic in his throwing arm, 
a fact supported by the records this 
season. 
However, he is not as in 
1945, the only gun in the Rams’ 
high-powered 
offensive 
machine 
which 
shattered 
most 
of 
the 
league’s records this season. 
Equally dangerous in the quar­ 
terback slot is Norman Van Brock- 
lin, the former Oregon All-Ameri­ 
can who took the lead among the 
NFL’s passers this season in his 
second year with (he Rams. 
No Standing By 
The Browns, of course, are not 
going to stand idly by while Water­ 
field or Van Brocklin toss the 
league’s leading pass-receiver, Tom 
Fears, or the speedy Glenn Davis 
and Elroy “Crazy Legs” Hirsch. 
Tim Temerario, Cleveland end 
coach who have been scouting the 
Rams in recent games, will work 
with Head Coach Paul Brown this 
week in an effort to strengthen 
one of the best defensive squads in 
the business. 
All their best laid plans may go 
well astray, however, if end George 
Young and fullback Tony Adamle, 
both tops in defensive abilities, are 
not able to recover from injuries 
suffered in the bruising playoff tilt 
with the New York Giants. 
Young suffered a rib separation 
but is expected to be ready for 
duty come game time. Adamle has 
a severe ankle sprain and his 
chances of seeing action are con­ 
sidered on the slim side.
